The ladies’ parts are less nat- 
ural, and therefore harder to carry off 
successfully. Stage emotion is. 
notoriously hard to represent. It 
tends to be overdone and become 
merely ridiculous. In this case it 
was not overdone, and the ladies, es- 
pecially Miss Ebert, deserve praise 
for the restrained way in which 
they displayed their emotion. In 
‘our opinion Miss Hbert had the most 
difficult part in the play, both of men 
and women, and she managed to re- 
tain her dignity, while at the same 
time giving ~ her audience every: 
chance to get ‘all the fun possible out

PROLONGED CAMPAIGN 
THOUGHT ADVISABLE

Bdmonton, Aspril '27.—Atberta elec- 


tors will decide on JMonday, Novem- 
ber 5, what form of liquor legislation 


shall be: enacted in the province for 
the three years following. 


Premier Greenfield and his col- 


leagues in the government cabinet 
decided yesterday on ‘the above date 
as most advisable for the holding of 
the referendum which was  author- 
ized by the legislature last week. 


Although it was at first thought 
expedient 'to have the vote in July, 
cabinet opinjon changed during ‘the 
last two or ‘three days, and it was 
apparently felt judicious to hold off 
the balloting until after harvest and 
threshing in the province. It is un- 
derstood that both the prohibition 
and the moderation forces ‘were 
favorable to a prolonged campaign 
rather than a short and strenuous 
one, as would have been inevitable 
had the vote been taken in July, only 
a ghort time after farmers usually 
finish with their seeding. 


Possible Session 


Another element militating against 
the July vote was that of the pros- 
pect of several months’ uncertainty 
in the event of any of three forms of 
government control being endorsed 
between the electoral decision and 
the next regular session of the legis- 
lature to ratify any changes in the 
law which might be necessary. 

The only way to have circumvent- 
fa} ed this state of affairs would have 
| been by means of a special session 
as soon after the vote as_ possible, 
an event which would unavoidabiy 
have ‘conflicted ‘with harvest opera- 
tions, % : :

farming, and the 1923 hog crop will 
probably be one of the largest on 
i . record. The majority of these hogs 
can be sold at a profit only on the 
¢ British market, which demands select 
bacon hogs. For the production of 
bacon hogs, dams and sires of bacon 
type must be used. Breeding {s im- 
portant, but much also depends on 
feeding. 

So far, only a very small proportion 
of the hogs marketed in the West 
have been graded as “select bacon.” 
The chief reason probably is that 
many of these hogs are of lard hog 
breeding, but another reason un- 
doutbedly {s that Western hogs are 
grown and fattened Almost entirely 
on grains, and often with very little 
exercise. In thg East a far larger 
percentage of hogs ‘have graded 
select, larger quantities of dairy by- 
products are available, also the hogs 
are given much more pasture, thus 
reducing the cost of production. This 
also supplies both the exercise and 
the nutrients mecessary for the de- 
velopment of long, lean hogs which 
may later be finished as select bacon. 

At the Dominion Experimental Sta- 
tion, Lacombe, a number of grains, 
grasses and clovers ‘have been tried 
for several years to determine their
